Boston, Mass., Jan. 23.—The White 


Star steamer Republic-, bound from 
New York for the 
Mediterranean 


ocean 
with 
passengers 
numbering 


.about SCO, was in collision with an un- 
known vessel twenty-six miles south 
of Nantucket Shoals lightship in a 
dense fog early today, and so badly 
damaged that she was reported to be 
sinking. The passengers and crew 
were believed to be all saved. 


Wireless messages promptly started 


announcing the accident picked up by 
the vessels at sea and by land stations, 
brought quick response and soon craft 
of. various descriptions were speeding 
to the relief of the disabled steamship. 


No Lives Lost. 


The White Star Steamship company 


was at first advised ot the .collision by 
Captain Sealby, of the Republic, in a 
wireless dispatch, which said that no 
lives have been lost, and that his ship 
was able to keep afloat, although hev 
boiler room was full of water. Subse- 
quent messages, however, indicated 
that the Republic was in danger of 
sinking, and that another vessel, be- 
lieved to 
be the - steamer Florida, 


bound from Italian • ports for - New 
York, had come up with the Republic, 
and was taking off her passengers and 
crew. 


Meanwhile the French lino steam- 


er La Lorraine, which had been reach- 
ed by wireless, was searching for the 
Republic . in .a fog and the steamer 
Baltic was forty miles away, but hast- 
ened to the Republic's assistance. So 
far as 
could be ""learned the ship 


which struck. the Republic faded al- 
most immediately 
in 
the fog and 


there was no chance 
to learn her 


identity or damage. 


Vessel Unable to Float Long. 


A report from Vineyard Haven, 


Mass., said that at 12:30 p. m. the Re- 
public announced by wireless that 
'she could remain afloat but two hours 
longer. At that time all the passen- 
gers, and three quarters of the-crew 
had'been transferred to the Florida 
and the . balance were -preparing to 
abandon the ship. 


It was believed here by mariners 


'from .the report of the captain that 
the Republic would probably- be tow- 
ed back to. New York-for repairs by 
the Lorraine or the Baltic. The las't 
ocean accident'of this nature in which 
an ocean liner was run down- by an- 
other vessel off the American coast 
was some eleven years ago, when the 
steamer Bourgogne. was sunk'by the 
ship Cromatishire,' off Nova Scotia, 
and went, down within a comparative- 
ly few minutes with some 300 of those- 
on .board.

"Washington, Jan. 23.—The white 


house today authorized a denial in as 
emphatic a manner as possible the oft- 
repeated 
assertion, that 
President 


Ro,osevelt is trying to involve Vice 
President 
Fairbanks in 
the pro- 


ceedings that have been instituted 
against the Indianapolis News for al- 
leged criminal libel. The white house 
statement is as follows: 


"The president is not trying to im- 


plicate Vice President Fairbanks in 
any way in the proceedings against 
the Indianapolis News. 
That report 


apparently is being circulated for a 
purpose, .which is to divert attention 
from the real issue in the case." 


The intimation in the white house 


statement that some sort of "strategi- 
cal move rests behind the reports 
bringing the vice president 
to the 


front as a martyr to executive wrath, 
adds an interesting chapter to the 
casus celebre which is engaging the at- 
tention of the District of Columbia 
grand jury. 


The white house evidently does not

It was then 
asserted that a serious situation had 
grown out of the non-enforcement of 
the pure food law in so far as applied 
to preservatives and that Dr. Wiley's 
views on tho subject were in harmony 
with those of the medical authorities 
there represented. There is undoubt- 
edly a growing belief among physi- 
cians of standing that the increase in 
kidney diseases, 
digestive troubles 


and other disorders Is at least par- 
tially due to the 
continued 
use of 


small doses of drugs taken continu- 
ously over periods of years by per- 
sons who are habitual consumers of 
foods In which such preservatives ap- 
pear as a regular ingredient. 


If the indications received in Wash- 


ington are a sure guide it would ap- 
pear that the commercial situation, at 
one time strongly antagonistic to Dr. 
Wiley's views, has changed in his fav- 
or. There are probably a number of 
points in which he has not the full 
support of the trade, but belief in the 
pure food law and the rigid enforce- 
ment 'of It is undoubtedly growing 
among retailers. They are finding it 
easier, according to the Information 
which Is coming in, to place their 
goods in the hands of.consumers un- 
der the food law regulations and they 
are able to eliminate much criticism 
of goods based on adulteration and 
misbranding when they are protected 
against 
manufacturing 
conditions

To get down to facts, the building 


will be a twelve story, steel frame, 
fireproof structure, exclusive of a rool 
garden and two basements. Its facade 
will be of classic style and 
will be 


treated in granite, marble and lime- 
stone. For the accommodation of tired 
Elks four high speed passenger ele 
valors will be provided, .while those 
who need exercise will be permitted to 
climb one monumental stairway or 
two spacious subsidiary stairways. Be 
sides these, of course, there will be 
.two service stairways. 


'Six service dumb waiters, a nial 


chute, a vacuum cleaning system and 
all the other requisites of modern com 
fort and convenience will be 
there, 


and in the basements one will be able 
to .take advantage of a grill.room, pri 
vate dining-rooms, card rooms, a bar 
her shop, bowling alleys, a gymnasium 
baths, locker rooms and half a dozen 
other such commodities. In that par 
of the building "also will be found the 
stewards' 
department, the 'kitchen 


equipment and the boiler and. ma 
chinery plant, with the dynamos, en 
giffes, pumps, coal bunkers and so on 


Access to the first floor will be gain 


ed from a flight of massive graniti 
steps and a platform thirty-six fee 
wide, flanked on either side by bronzi 
lamps. 
There will ibe three largi 


arched 
entrances, 
and these 
wil 


form as imposing an approach to th 
building as any club house in Ne-s 
York can boast. 
Under the shade o 


these architraves will stand heroi 
marble statues of 
Charity, Justice 


Brotherly Love and Fidelity, repre 
senting the four cardinal virtues upo 
which the order bases its reason for 
existence. 


Entering througn these arched en- 


trances, a 
spacious lobby 
will be 


reached, and from that the foyer, with 
elevators and stairways at either end. 
On the right of the lobby the execu- 
tive ofHce and the private office of the 
manager will be placed, while the left 
o£ it will be given up to a reception 
room for women visitors. 


As one proceeds further toward the 


interior of the building the excellence 
in the matter of luxtury and conven- 
ience becomes more 
marked. 
The 


grand corridor, for example, continues 
from the foyer through to the grand 
stairway in the south, the view of 
which is obstructed, only by the foun- 
tain in the center of the axis, beyond 
which, in the center of the fourteen 
foot marble stairway, is a pedestal 
surmounted by a massive bronze elk. 


On the left of the grand corridor Is 


the spacious restaurant for women— 
one may use the present tense, be- 
cause it Is all under way already. 
Connected with this will be lavishly 
furnished retiring rooms, a bureau of 
information, where the wives of Elks 
will be told everything they wish to 
know about their husbands and noth- 
ing that 
they would not wish to 


know; telephone booths, 
in 
which 


they can make their own shopping 
appointments, and so on. 


On the right of the grand corridor 


is the restaurant for men. for there 
are men who are Elks, even, who like 
to dine en stag, as it were, and have a 
smoke afterward without feeling un- 
comfortable. .This section 
will in- 


clude a news stand, a cigar empor- 
ium, retiring rooms and other con- 
veniences, and It will be eighteen feet 
high, divided Into 
what might be 


called smaller compartments by ap- 
propriate plate glass screens, which 
will insure a certain degree Of prtv. 
acy without impairing tha riew. 


The mezzazino -will completely en- 


circle the central rotunda and foun- 
:a!n, and from it a delightful view will 
be had of the restaurants and other 
rooms below. Of itself it will contain 
light private dining rooms, two ban- 
quet halls, a music balcony, retiring 
rooms and other comfortable acces- 
sories. On the club floor will be the 
parlors for both men and women, the 
foyer, the 
library, a writing room, 


lounging rooms, billiard and pool 
rooms, card rooms, nooks and cosey 
corners for lazy Elks, the chamber 
for the board of governors and the of- 
fices of the secretary and other exe- 
cutive departments. 


One of the great features of the 


building will 
be 
the 
lodge room, 


which, upon occasion, will also be 
used as a ball room and entertain- 
ment hall. It will be one of the most 
spacious and beautiful in this coun- 
try, seventy-two feet in the clear in 
each direction between the colon- 
nades, eighty-seven by ninety-three 
feet between the walls and rising to 
a height of thirty-two feet above the 
parquetry floor. A promenade will 
encircle the outside of the colonnades 
on the first floor and will furnish ac- 
cess to the 
retiring 
and lounging 


rooms of both sexes. 


This chamber will be provided with 


two tiers of twenty-eight boxes each, , 
making fifty-six in all, with a prome- 
nade encidcling and connecting each 
tier and also furnishing access to the j 
retiring rooms, which will be arrang-j 
ed for each tier. The acoustic prop-! 
erties have received particular con- 
sideration, so that this should prove 
one of the .most attractive places in 
the building. 


Natural ventilation of the lodge 


room will be obtained by the interpo- 
lation of 
twenty-four outside win- 


dows, distributed on each of the four 
sides of the promenade on the first 
floor of the chamber- itself,. and twen- 
ty-four on each of the box floors, in 
addition to a large ventilating system 
designed in the ceiling panels, all of 
which will' be 
supplemented by a 


thorough exhaust of artificial ventila- 
tion. 


As designed, the interior of the 


building is to be decorated in ivory 
and gold, with invisible reflected 
lighting 
effects 
throughout. 
Above 


the lodge chamber there will be 21G 
outside "Vooms, with outside baths, in-! 
eluding twenty-four suites for the ex- 
clusive 
accommodation of members, 


therewith in the way of attraction,1* 
with an appropriate treatment of 
plants, lights and so forth. 


That's just an idea of what thof 


mother lodge is going to do for th« 
rest of the herd. There'll be no living 
with those Elks after next Christmas.

HESE are the directions for finding the

The Yankee Carterets went into business in New 


York long before the war. Their house, as far as 
Leather Belting and Mill Supplies was concerned, 
was as musty and arrogant and solid as one of those 
old East India tea importing concerns that you 
read about in Dickens. 
There were some rumors 


of a war behind its counters, but not enough to af- 
fect the business. 


During and after the war, Blandford Carteret, F. 


F. V., lost his plantations, juleps, marksmanship, 
and life.
